The upper Floor is in the 
ChinefeTafte^ awith-drawing 
Roofn, hung with fine Itidia 
Paper, the Curtains & Cfcairii 
of painted Taffeta; next tO 
diat is a Bed-Chamber in the 
fame Manner, with a moft 
elegant painted TafFeta Bedi 
iand a Palanipour of the fame: 
on each fide of the great Room 
below Stairs, is a long Gallery, 
in one of which, are all the 
Inflruments which the Duke 
D 4 ufes 
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ufes, in his Mechanical and 
Chymical Experimeots; and 
along the oppofite Side, are a 
Set of admirable Drawings 5 
the other is filled with Books 
and Drawings alfo. The Gar- 
den contains 30 Acres, and is 
in no very cxtraordinairy Tafte ; 
on an ^eminence ftands a round 
Tower, which contains two 
Rooms, one over the other. 
In the Tower are foRic Chairs 
of a curious Conflrudlion in- 
vented by the Duke.. Here is 
alfo a Chinefe Inftrument cal- 
led a Gotriy made ' of Copper, 
almoft in the fliape of a Difli, 
being ftruck with a Stick co- 
vered 
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verd with Packthread, itgivcs 
a clear, full and harmonious 
Sound, which vibrates a long 
While, and gradually dies a- 
way : From the Leads of this 
Tower, there is an extenfivc 
Profped: ; but very inferior to 
moft of thofc, mentioned in 
the foregoing Pages.
